IMPRISONED WORKERS’ RELEASE REQUESTED=--The French section of Amnesty International 
has sent © communique to President Houphovet-Boigny asking for the release of 
workers imprisoned or drafted into the Ivorian army following recent trade union 
action. According to the communique, many Ivorian workers have been imprisoned 
for trade union activities since last December. About eight workers were arrested 
between December 4 and 8 following a union meeting, and are being detained 
secretly at the central police station in Abidjan. They were accused of engaging 
in subversive activities. The communique adds that on December 12, many journa- 
liste and secretaries of the Ivorian Press Agency, AIP, the Ivorian radio and 
television, RTL, were drafted. <A hundred others have been banned from entering 
the offices of RTL. The Amnesty communique states that all these events took 
place after many months of union meetings to make demands which are purely material.

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DOE REDUCES SOVIET PRESENCE 


The Liberian Government, 
directed effective May Ll, 
thet the Libyan People's 
Bureau in Monrovia be closed 
and that the Soviet @nbasey 
staff of 15, be reduced to 
eix. 


This wae the directive 
which the Head of State gave 
the Foreign Ministry Satur- 
day, to effect the departure 
of the Libyan and Russian 
diplomats within two weeks 
from the date the decision 
was taken last Monday. 

The PRC Government, after 
a joint Council-Cabinet 
meeting at the Capitol 
Building last Monday, order- 
ed the immediate closure of 
the Libvan People's Bureau, 
and told the Soviet Embassy 
to reduce its staff from 15 
to six. No reason was given 
for the actions at that time.

M/Sgt. Doe made it clear 
that there had been no of fi- 
cial or private communica- 
tion from the Libyan Leader, 
Colonel Muamah Khadafi, to 
indicate his government's 
desire to establish the 
Bureau in Liberia.

Hie revealed that since the 
PRC came to power 4 year 
ago, several Russian diplo- 
mates had been expelled for 
what he called “their unbe- 
coming attitudes.” But he 
noped chat with the-reduc- 
-ton of the Russian Embassy 
staff, celations be.ween the 
“wo countries would continue 
co improve. 

Pollowing a government 
pronouncement he e last Mon- 
day requesting the Soviet 
Embassy to reduce its staff 
of 15 by 9,a senior diplomat 
at the Bmbassy disclosed 
Sunday that the Foreign 
Ministry had not informed 
them of such directive, 

Upon arrival at the Soviet 
embassy yesterday, the NEW 
UTBERIAN met the Commercial 
Attache who dec’ined to com- 
ment, and called more senior 
diplomats at the Embassy to 
face the press. 

According to the Charge 0D’ 
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Affaires, the Liberian Foreign 
Ministry has neither issued 
directive regarding the re- 
duction of the Soviet mm- 
basay staff, nor the subse- 
quent departure of Soviet 
diplomats from the country. 

"We have not received any 
directive,” the diplomat 
told the NEW LIBERIAN empha- 
tically, pointing out that 
he had “no further comments” 
on the lesue, 

Asked whether the Bmbassy 
had been in touch with the 
Foreign Ministry concerning 
last Monday's expulsion pro- 
nouncement by the PRC, the 
diplomat answered, “contact 
your Foreign Office, no 
comments." 

The Commercial Attache had 


earlier told the NEW LIBEe 
RIAN that the question of 
whether or not the Soviet 
Embassy had received direc- 
tives from the Foreign Mini- 
stry in connection with last 
Monday's pronouncement was 
“difficult” to anewer. 

He siad his presence in 
Liberia stemmed from a trade 
agreement signed between the 
governments or the Soviet 
Union and Liberia and there- 
fore his activities, being 
of a commercial nature ,would 
not be affected.

The Economic Community of 
West African States (ECO- 
WAS), under whose economic 
mbrella sixteen West Afri- 
can States are grouped has 
nade satisfactory progress 
since its inception despite 
language and other barriers. 
The principal goals and ob- 
jectives of ECOWAS are to 
forge, foster, encourage, 
improve, and accelerate the 
economic and social develop- 
ment of the West African 
sub-region, as well as to 
improve the living standards 
of the region's peoples. 

When the Organization was 
born in May 1975, it 
shouldered grave economic 
and social responsibilities 
which were inherited from 
colonial past. It has since, 
however, striven to eradi- 
cate the social barrier so 
as to occasion the economic 
improvement of the living 
standards of the peoples of 
the West African sub-region. 
The BCOWAS, whose primary

objective is to promote co- 
operation and development in 
all fields of eaonomic acti- 
vity, particularly in indus- 
try, transport, telecommuni- 
cations, energy, agriculture, 
and commerce, among others, 
is bound to function to 
bring economic and social 
fulfillment to West Africa. 

Yet, after six years of 
existence, many difficulties 


still remain to be resolved 
before the BCOWAS can real lv 
ensure and assure genuine 


economic integration in West 
Africa in the spheres of in- 
frastructure, utility ser- 
vices and harmonizgavcion of 
trade-related matters. These 
include the establishment of 
effective institutions to 
deal witn the many problems 
of equitable linkages in the 
economic destinies of 80 
many nations, eevecialiy 
from the stand-<point of the 
region's uneven development. 
Hence the difficulty to

all the achievements of the 
ECOWAS.Already, the Organiza~- 
tion has made some concrete 
gains. For inetance, in the 
spirit of African Unity and 

under the umbrella of ECOWAS, 
there are signs of positive 
economic cooperation among 
member states: Liberia and 
the Tvory Coast continue to 
pursue the multichannel 
microwave link; Monrovia- 
Harper-Tabovu-Abidjan and 
Monrovia-Mount Nimba-Dan- 
ance-Abidjan link; which has 
afforded the two countries 
"he opportunity to improve 
the quality and reliability 
of communication between 
them; the realization of the 


acricuitural and industrial 
potentials which could re- 


sult from the development of 
the Hydro-electric facili- 
ties on the Cavalla River 
influenced the decision to 
nave this scheme dominate 
Liber °-Ivorian cooperation 
in the ea of power. 

Ghana, one of the staunch 
members of the Community, is 
benefitting from the project 
located in Togo, which has 
been supplying clinker to 
chat country's cement facto- 
ries since March 1980. Togo 
and Benin have benefitted 
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trom the Akeosombo Hydro- 
electric enewable source of 
energy. There is aleo an un- 
derstanding between Ghana, 
Upper Volta and the Ivory 
Coast ta jointly exploit the 
hydro-electric resources of 
Ghana which would start with 
the Ghana-Ivory Coast inter- 
tie. In fact, this has al- 
ready been done, and is ex. 
pected to be followed by the 
implementation of the Bui 
and Noumbielle Dam projects 
in Ghana and Upper Volta re- 
spectively, 

Another problem which has 
confronted the ECOWAS member 
states ie the fact that 
Africa is classified as an 
underdeveloped region, where 
the economic potential of 
countries are not tapped 
fully. Due to this fact, and 
during the six years of the 
Community's existence, it 
has been clearly demonstra- 
ted that the willingness of 
countries move favourably 
endowed to contribute more 
than the less endowed, in- 
creased the spirit of com- 
radeship and generated a 
greater senee of Community 
feeling and African solida- 
rity than before. 

This was demonstrated 
when a few well-off states 
in the Community, including 
Nigeria, accepted to should- 
er the responsibility of 
half of the total financial 
burden of the Organization 
which is put at well over 
twenty million dollars. It 
was also agreed upon that 
gains from the Organization 
be shared equally, in order 
to ensure balanced develop- 
ment of the sub-recion. An 
attitude such as this is 
crucial since the membershi; 
fees to the organization is 
calculated on the basis of 
population and the size of 
ats members.

In addition, the fact that 
te ‘ommunity’ institutes 
peth Analoe>ene and Franco- 
phone countries of the Afri- 
can Continent, represents a 
genuine endeavour te forge 
and foster a deeper sense of 
economic interdependence in 
the sub-region. 

The West African Clearing 
House based in Freetown, 
Sierra Leone, is another de- 
velopment which is qeared 
toward easing the difficul- 
ties encountered in trade 
transaction in the African 
sub-region, 

The ECOWAS, by traditional 
economic ties, brings to- 
gether both European and 
West African countries. 
Hence, most of the economic 
ties existing among West 
African States are derived 
directly or indirectly from 
4 common European associa- 
tion, most of which have 
limited membership. 

When the Organization was 
founded, a decision was 
reached that its headquar- 
ters would be located in the 
Nigerian capital, Lagos, 
while the secretary-general 
would come from the Ivory 
Coast. Liberia, which had 
earlier wuneuccessfully vied 
for the headquarters, was 
given the opportunity to 
head the Community's funds, 
which was to be based in the 
Togolese capital of Lome. 

It has been a view propos- 
ed by some members of the 
Organization that ECOWAS 
would only survive if each 
member country safequard ts 
interest and use its politi- 
cal will to protect and work 
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toward the attainmert of the 
goals and objectives of the 
Community without endanger- 
ing or subverting their re- 
spective national interests. 
Liberia hag always sought 
not only ensure the survival 
of the organization, but al- 
so its growth, Even when 
there existed apparent dif- 
ferences between the former 
director of GCOWAS Funds,Cr. 
Romeo Horton and Dr. Ouate 
tira, the organization's 
Secretary General, Liberia 
demonstrated her maturity 
and commitment to the Org- 
anizgation by withdrawing Dr. 


Horton from his assianment 
with the ECOWAS Funds. 


Today, the survival of the 
ECOWAS, as has been demon- 
strated, lies both in safe- 
guarding national interests 
and the image of the member 
countries, because the 
grettest obstacle to co- 
operation in Africa has been 
the chasm created between 
African countries by colo- 
nialists. Nine ECOWAS mem- 
bers were former French 
colontes, eight of which 
were federated; four were 
British colonies with no 
common frontiers; two were 
Portuguese, while only, Li- 
berie, was never colonized. 

The anticipated participa- 
tion of Head of State Doe in 
the forthcoming Sixth ECOWAS 
Summit Meeting of Heads of 
State and Governments § in 
Freetown, Sierra Leone, 
shows that member states are 
now prepared to let the fu- 
ture and progress of the 
organization supercede their 
individual political anta- 
gonisms.

The Freetown Meeting can 
be seen, tCherefore, as an 
attempt to broaden the scope 
of the BCOWAS and seek ways 
in which maximum benefits 
from the organization could 
be acerved to its members.

Head of State Doe assured 
all ECOWAS member-states of 
Liberia's desire and commit- 
ment to adhere to the pro- 
tocol governing the free 
movement of citizens. 

He, however, observ d that 
any decision taken by the 
Liberian government regard- 
ing the protocol, would only 
be done "to defend her 
security”. 

M/Sgqt. Doe said Liberia's 
participation in the ECOWAS 
meeting in Lone, Togo last 
year was opposed by Nigeria, 
and pointed out that it was 
Nigeria again that was try- 
ing to “find points to avoid 
Liberia's participation in 
the forthcoming ECOWAS Sum- 
mit scheduled to be held in 
Freetown, Sierra Leone next 
week".

M/Sgt. Doe then asked 
wealthy African states not tc 
use their wealth to damaged 
other African States' poli- 


tical or economic policies. 
The Head of State and 


Chairman of the PRC, Master 
Sergeant Samuel Kanyon Doe 
has reacted sharply to re- 
cent news reports that Libe- 
ria was not adhering to the 
ECOWAS Treaty which sanc- 
tions the free movement of 
people within member-states.

[Text] Financial commitments totaling about $500 million, over half of an 
estimated $800 million to defray Liberia's next four-year development plan (1981- 


85), have been assured government by a number of foreign governments and inter- 
national tinancial institutions. 







Disclosing this recently to the NEW LIBERIAN during an interview, Planning and 
Economic Affairs Minister, Dr. Togba Nah Tipoteh, said the commitments stemmed 
from a number of discussions held both in Europe and the United States between 
Liberian Government officials and the two sources of finance. 







He said the draft development plan, expected to be launched on July 1, is cur- 
rently being discussed by a committee of the People's Redemption Council, govern- 
ment officials and the various Ministries and Agencies of Government. 







Dr Tipoteh said already he has made a three-hour presentation of the draft plan 
(March 20), before the PRC, aimed at acquainting members of the Council with what 
is embodied in the document. 














m the other hand, he said, a PRC Committee to review the draft document has been 
appointed by Head of State, M/Sgt. Samuel K. Doe, and according to him, the 
committee is expected to end its task by early June. 





Minister Tipoteh noted further that consultations currently being held between 

the Ministry of Planning and various ministries and agencies of Government charged 
with implementing development projects, especially during the first year of the 
plan, are in their final stages. 


When launched on July 1, Tipoteh explained, the current draft plan will emphasize 
integrated rural development with particular stress on self-help community 
development. The plan will also seek tc adopt a strategy whereby the food problem 
of Liberia can be tackled, he revealed. 


Dr Tipoteh pointed out that the economy of Liberia has not been growing over the 
last years, thus giving rise to government's endeavour to come up with strage- 
gies aimed at placing the economy on a firm base. 





Ae first step towarde achieving chis target, he noted, government has decided to 
emphasize on self-help vevelopment programs with a rural thrust. 


Explaining that the PRC has endorsed a National Economic Planning Council's 
strategy for self-help community development, the Minister revealed that the Head 
of State is expected to announce the strategy in a relatively short »eriod. 


Minister Tipeteh explained further that "with the meager resources government is 
left to work with currently, it is important to emphasize on self-help develop- 
ment." 


Aleo under the draft plan, according to Tipoteh, government will "make sure that 
most on-going projects are funded."

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PRESS LAW MAY RECEIVE REVIEW 
Monrovia NEW LIBERIAN in English 21 May 61 pp 1, 6 


[Text] Infermation Minister Gray D. Allison has called for the review of the 
lawe governing the operations of the presse in Liberia. 


He suggested that a committee composed of representatives from the Justice Min- 
istry, other local experts and journalists be constituted with a view to sub- 
mitting appropriate recommendations to the Chairman and Members of the PRC for 
the repeal of all press lawe which are found to be oppressive. 


The Minister made the proposal Wednesday evening when he addressed students of the 
University of Liberia at the third lecture programme sponsored by the Intellec- 
tual Discourse Committee of the University's Scudent Union this year. 


Speaking on “Freedom of the Press Revolutionary Liberia,” Lt. Col. Allison said 
the question of presse freedom in Liberia has gained more prominence since the 
PRC Government came to power under the leadership of )/Sgt. Samuel Doe. 


He said in the Wake of the suspension of the Liberian Constitution by the PRC 
Government, under which was guaranteed the presse freedom, “some uniformed skep- 
tics were quick to point out that the press would be muzzled and that the inherent 
and inalienable rights of the Liberian people would be trampled upon,” adding 
“events have shown, however, that these skeptics were wrong.” 


Minister Allison cited “the proliferation of newspapers on the market today as 
clear evidence that this government, in recognition of the pivotal role which 
the media plays in the development process of this nation, has committed itself 
to genuinely upholding the freedom of the press in Liberia.” 


lie also cited the proposed establishment of a rural newspaper project scheduled 
to be implemented in Gbarnga, Bong County by the end of June as another necessity 
which the PRC Government has underscored for the emergence of a new press which 
would cater to the educational and informational needs of all the people, 
especially those in the rural areas. 


"The media in this country,” he explained, “has gone througt phases of political 
bottle-necks, victimization, intimidation, and harasement,” adding “even though 
previous regimes professed to abide by the principles enshrined in the now 

















suspended Liberian Conetitution, some of us here have been witnesses to the 
unvholesome treatment whieh in the past was meted out to the Liberian press," 


Today, however, the Government of the PRC has deliberately sought to encourage, 
lonter and premete the growth and development of a free Liberian press. 


“However, it @uet be remembered that freedom does not give newspapers and other 
news organs the unbreidied right to engage in practices which are found to be 
unacceptable to our national interest, the Minister told the gathering. 


lic warned that “sensationaliem, reckless and irresponsible journalism will not 

bo tolerated by thie government; nor will it eit supinely and allow the characters 
of oitivens, whether they be government officiale or otherwise, to be unfairly 
tari ished by news organs which are bent on making a ‘quick dollar’ without due 
rogard to the supreme interests of the people of this country, a8 well as the 
intereate of the etate,” the Minister declared.

Text] The PRC Government has been called upon to reinstitute the coastwide 
travelling program abolished by the defunct True Whig Party Government in order 
to minimized unemployment and alleviate transportation probleme in the country. 


Making the call in an interview with NEW LIBERIAN, the President of the National 
Seamen's, Porte and Ceneral Workere Union, Mr George Teah Tarbah, noted that the 
abolition ef the coastwide transportation did not only throw some Liberians out 
of job but also added to the transportation problems in the country. 


lie said Liberia has several ports with navigable water which could be developed 
to make sea transport a viable enterprise within the country. He therefore 
appealed to government to look into the possibilities of reinstituting same. 


On che allegation that Liberia has no qualified and trained seamen to carry out 
the program and work on ships flying the Liberian Flag, Mr Tarbah described this 
as tailse and poinced out that the problem in this area has been lack of communi- 
cation between the Maritime Bureau and labour unions. 


He explained that because of the Maritime Bureau's refusal to recognize these 
unions, pertieularly those dealing directly with sea transportation, there has 
been failure on the part of the bureau to identify the types of seamen availabie 
for service on board ships plying Liberian waters and flying Liberian Flag. 


He suggested that in order to increase the number of trained seamen in the country 
and to encourage more qualified Liberians in seamanship, his union in conjunction 
with, the Maritime Bureau should solicit assistance from the National Coast Guard 
and Vocational schools throughout the country to train desirous high school 
gradustes ard other interested Liberians for service. 


He se.J hie union could provide vacation jobs for students on board ships as 
part of the effort to orient them to ser service. 


Om general Labor matters, Mr Tarbah appealed to government to withdraw all labor 


personne! cuch as Labor inspectors and commissioners that were assigned to the 
various concession areas by the past government. These officials, he charged, 
are creating confusion in these areas by their corrupt practices contrary to the 


objectives of the revolution.” 
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My. Tarbah said it is the duty of any labor union to protect the interest of ite 
members and affiliates by defending their rights and seeking employment for those 
that are not employed, It is in thie regard, he explained, that his union, 
located in lower Buchanan, Grand Basea County, took a stand in the Firestone 
Agricultural workers Union of Liberia's case. 


He pointed out that it is contrary to the labor 1 wa of Libera for any autonomous 
Management union or group to unionize another group of workere in a diff rent 
plant. 


He explained that the Labor Ministry held an investigation in which it was duly 
established that the Firestone Agricultural Workers Union of Liberia (FAWUL) is 
the legal union in the plant. 


However, he expressed surprise at the information that the Labor Ministry was 
carrying out an “unjustifiable representation election” within Firestone Plan- 
tation in Harbel when the workers of the plant had not complained their legalized 
union to the Ministry. 


Thies, he said is contrary to the portion of the Labour Laws of the Republic of 
Liberia which etipulated that no administrative authority can destroy a legal 
union without 4 cause. 


Tarbah accused certain labour unions in the country of operating on che principle 
of “who knows you” and "the contacts" without being duly registered, probated 

and legalized according to the laws of the land. He urged these unions to come 
together and figure out way to legalize themseives.

[Text] There are those who overstress the threats against South Africa emanating 
from the 125=nation UN/Organization of African Unity conference in Paris. 


They read with anxiety that the conference has set a “realisable" timetable of 
five years in which to destroy apartheid. 


As a first step oil supplies must be ended, there should be an embargo on mili- 
tary and nuclear cooperation with Pretoria, suppression of investments in South 
Africa, an end to buying “apartheid gold" and other minerals, a ban on cultural 
and sports links and an end to the transfer of essential technology. 


It all sounds very menacing, but we have heard such threats before. 


Besides, some of our main trading partners--including the US, Britain, France 
and Japan--were not represented at the conference, and without their participation 
sanctions against South Africa cannot work. 


France is now in Socialist hands. ‘t has announced that it will fulfill existing 
contracts with South Africa, but has threatened not to enter into any new ones. 


But we cannot see it imposing any outright ban on trade with this country. 


However, although we do not velieve apartheid is going to be destroyed in five 
years (or South Africa for that matter), that “apartheid gold" will be shunned by 
bankers and investors, or that we will not be able to obtain oil in an oil-glutted 
world market, the decision of the conference in Paris should not be treated with 
complete contempt or complacency. 


We can expect more cultural, scientific and sporting isolation as nations align 
themselves with the anti-apartheid bloc. 


We can also expect that if the General Assembly bypasses the Security Council and 
calls for sanctions in a Uniting for Peace resolution, there will be more and 
more countries which will have less and less to do with us. 














We cannot bew te such pressures. Now will they force ua to our knees, since 
economically we are too etrong to be broken by any trade or other embargoes.

Mr Bill Lawrence, president of the Chamber of Mines, told a metals and minerals 
conference in Johannesburg yesterday that there might have been a tendency in 

SA recently to adopt a slightly heavy-handed approach in emphasizing the undoubted 
importance of SA's mineral resources to the West, the connotation being that 

these could be used as political weapons. 


He said an embargo threat could also serve to encourage importing countries to 
look for ways of reducing their dependence on South Africa by seeking other 
sources of supply. 


Other options open to customers would be to introduce design changes to reduce 
critical minerals consumption, recycling, substitution, stockpiling and the 
elimination of nonessential uses. 


Although these options would be difficult and costly to achieve, if the need 
irose it would be done. 


"The substantial reduction in world energy consumption now becoming apparent is 
a case in point, illustrating the ability of the economic system to adapt to 
pressures placed on the price and availability of raw materials." 


Mr Lawrence said it was a situation which should not be seri: usly contemplated. 
The mining industry would never be a willing party to a practice which led to 
the disruption of supplies to its customers. 


"I can hardly imagine the South African Government adopting a line--except in 
the most extreme circumstances--that would endanger the good relatgonships and 
reputation the country's most important industry has painstakingly established 
in the mineral markets."

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SALES OF COTTON FOR WESTERN AREA FARMERS TO BEGIN 22 JUNE 
Dar es Salaam DAILY NEWS in English 29 May 81 p 1 


[Text] The cotton selling season for farmers in the western cotton-growing area 
will begin on June 22, the Tanzania Cotton Authority (TCA) announced in Dar es 
Salaam yesterday. 


The regions under the western cotton growing area are Mwanza, Shinyanga, Mara, 
Tabora, Singida, Kigoma and Mbeya. 


In a press statement, TCA said farmers who will sell their cotton to TCA during 
the first four weeks of the season, between June 22 and July 17 will receive an 
"early picking bonus" of five cents for every kilogramme of first grade cotton. 


The bonus incentive means during the period the farmers will sell "ar" cotton at 
3/75 per kilogramme. 


TCA urged the farmers in the western cotton growing area to start preparing their 
cotton for the sale. 


TCA appealed to the cotton farmers in the western cotton growing area to pick 
their cotton as soon as it “opens.” "Waiting for the whole field to open," the 
statement stated, will complicate the process of picking because the open cotton 
could get soiled up and subsequently lower its quality." 


The authority also urged regional and district authorities to assist in the main- 
tenance of village roads which have been badly damaged as a result of the recent 
rains, and also to mobilize private transporters to haul cotton from the villages 
to the ginneries. 


Tanzania's other cotton-growing area the eastern area, covers Morogoro, Coast, 
Kilimanjaro and Tanga regions. The cotton selling reason for the eastern cotton 
growing area will be announced later. 


The General Manager of TCA, Ndugu M.S. Mdope announced recently that the authority 
had already by-passed the purchasing projection for the 1980/81 long before the 
close of the cotton season which ends this month. 














(CA had already purchased an additional 45,000 bales of cotton to the projected 
260,000 bales. 


The increased cotton production would enable the authority to earn an extra 60m/- 
in toreien exchange. 


Ae of April thie year, the authority had already sold 165,718 bales worth 
447 ,021,344/80 to various importers including Japan, Singapore, Hongkong and

We have been concerned by some individuals who as soon as conservation measures 
have been announced, they have found ways to circumvent them and continued 
living as though the energy crunch was not that serious. 


No poor country like Tanzania can afford to spend anything up to sixty percent 
of all her export earnings on financing oil imports. This is a very worrying 
situation which has to be understood as such. 


Already, we are faced with a real threat to our economic survival. We are 
forced into a situation where we have to use more and more foreign exchange for 
much less fuel while prices of our exports are plummeting. 


And all this is happening at the espense of investments in the productive and 
service sectors. This is the painful reality brought on the poor countries 
economies by the ever soaring oil prices. 


Something has to be done about it if we are to escape from the slide into 
bankruptcy. Our development endeavours are to a great extent being sidetracked 
by lack of energy. 


Hence the urge that we all observe and practice fuel economy in all spheres of 
life. Priority must go to the most essential sectors including industry, agri- 
culture and public transport. 














Care must be taken not to allow the so-called private automobiles to guazle fuel 
for wasteful joyerides. Similarly, those in the public sector must ensure that 
the fuel allocated for their purposes is utilised within set limits. 


There ts alee the question the unscrupulous lot in our midet--drivers in govern~ 
ment or public bedies as well as depot or petrol station attendante--who may be 
right net plotting to cash=in on the new measures when they come in force.

LUSAKA POLICE SMASH RACKE! INVOLVING STEEL IMPORTS' THEFT 
Lueaka TIMES OF ZAMBIA in English 22 May 81 p 1 
[Text] Lusaka police have smashed a racket in which Zambia Steel and Building 


Supplies has lost thousands of Kwacha through thefts of steel imported from South 
Africa. 


The racket allegedly involv: d some Zambia Railways workers and manufacturers of 
steel-based products in Lusaka and some businessmen have been arrested. 


A manufacturer who bought a consignment of steel worth about K18,000 last week 
has admitted complicity and is now helping police with investigations. 


Confirming this yesterday, ZSBS general manager Mr Sam Chalwe said he had ordered 
investigations into the racket and he would issue a statement. 


"This is a well knit racket," he added. 


The company has been losing thousands of Kwacha through thefts of its steel while 
in transit from South Africa. 


He said when consignments arrived it took Zambia Railways "a lot" of time to deli- 
ver. 


“Mr Chalwe said some Zambia Railways workers redirected wagons to other yards where 
they were offloaded and the steel sold to customers on the black market. 


Everybody in the steel trade was trying to cash in on the scarcity of the commo- 
dity. Black marketeers were trying to make as much as they could from the sudden 
upturn in the flow of steel from South Africa, he said. 


On the latest theft Mr Chalwe said one of the people involved but was not satis- 
fied with his share disclosed the racket. 


He said the company had been "chasing up" wagons dispatched from South Africa in 
Feburary although they were supposed to arrive in two or three weeks' time. 


Sut following the tip-off, the wagons were found at the weekend on a disused line 
in the industrial area next to the factory of the steel manufacturer now helping 
police with investigations. 





"We were alerted about this and we went to identify the remaining bundles of steel 
sheets which had numbers of the steel we had been looking for," Mr Chalwe said. 


When approached the owner of the factory admitted having bought the steel and 
agreed to help police with tnvestigations. 





Connection 
Lusaka police chief Mr Bartholomew Mwale said the eteel was sold for K4,000, 


In Fabwe more than 20 senior artisans in Zambia Railways have been suspended in 
connection with a racket in which some workers were swindling the company out of 
hundreds of Kwacha. 


Kailway management and the Railway Workers Union of Zambia yesterday confirmed 
the suspensions and said they were investigating the racket in which some workers 
are alleged to have been applying for leave but continued working after receiving 
their leave pay. 


A rvallway spokesman declined to give details of the racket saying the matter was 
etill being investigated. 


Chairman of RWUZ Mr Dominic Katwishi said the union was investigating the matter 
and would make a statement soon. 


“We have also heard these reports and we are cerrying out our own investigations. 
When we finish we shall tell you. At the moment there is nothing I can say," he 
said. 


But sources close to the management investigating team said those involved were 
mostly senior electricians, boiler makers, mechanics and others in the engineering 
department whoconnived with some clerks in the personnel department to swindle 

the company out of large sums of money. 


The sources said one of the alleged ring leaders had been fired while the future 
of those on suspension was uncertain. 


What was happening was that when one of the ringleaders is broke, he tells one of 
the workers to fill in a leave form and takes it to one of the personnel clerks 
for processing. It then goes to one of the accounts clerks for final payment, 
then they share the money. 


‘Meanwhile, the man who is supposed to go on leave continues working because his 
orm is not filed," the sources said. 


Each of the men involved had allegedly cheated the company out of between K100 and 
K1,.000., 


Asked how the scandal was uncovered, the sources said one of the men who got only 
Sn at the end of the month after filling in a leave form which was filed by mis- 
take went to complain to the personnel department “and that was when the nickel 








One of the sentor officiala working on the case confirmed yesterday that the man- 
agement had launched investigations as far back as 1977 “because we want to find 
out whether all the line points from Chililabombwe to Livingstone are affected".

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INCREASING 'MISUSE' OF PUBLIC TRANSPORT NOTED

Text] Freedom House and Cabinet Office have been named among the worst culprits 
in misusing public transport. 





Director of Mechanical Services Department Mr Simon Mwamba said in Lusaka yester- 
day that at least 1,001 Party and Government vehicles had either been impounded 
or booked for being misused since last September. 


But his office had no record of whether officers caught in the dragnets had been 
disciplined by their departmental heads despite the MSB's efforts to curb the mal- 
practice. 


Mr Mwamba said inspectors of Government transport had smashed a racket in which 
people authorised to sign logbooks did so several days in advance without specify- 
ing the purpose for which the vehicles would be used. 


The pracctive gave rise to misuse of vehicles by drivers who filled in blank spaces 
in the log-books under the subheading “purpose” for dubious trips purporting 
they were authorised by their superiors. 


Giving a breakdown of misuse of Government vehicles Mr Mwamba said from September 
to December last year 450 vehicles were impounded and 526 have been booked since 
January. 


He said in their effort to control the situation 25 Government vehicles were im- 
pounded in two days at the weekend which included police and prisons commission 
cars. 


Others were from the Ministry of Agriculture and Water Development, ministerial 
cars from the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting and the immigration depart- 


ment. 


We have on our record vehicles belonging to the Cabinet Office and Freedom House 
which we have impounded for being misused. Some of them have been found at odd 
hours in areas such as Soweto and Kanyama," he said. 


To show the seriousness of the situation a TIMES team was taken to the MSB year 
where impounded Government vehicles were kept and Mr Mwamba said they would not 
be released until he was given a satisfactory explanation. 


Ore of the vehicles was loaded with bags of charcoal, firewood and pumpkins after 
it was impounded at a roadblock.

Most officers, however, showed willingness to reorientate. He hoped reorientation 
would be complete with the appointment of senior blacks who would be on a par 
with, or superior to, white officers. 


Mr Hove said the Government hoped soon to extend the "ridiculous" closure hours 
of posts on the Zimbabwe-Zambila border. 


The border opens at 8 a. m. and closes at 16 minutes past midnight on weekdays, 
ind opens at 8 a. m. and closes at 12 noon on Saturdays. It is closed all day 


Sunday. 


The number of visitors to Zimbabwe had increased tremendously since independence 
and many were being inconventenced by the hours of operation, the Minister said.

Changes are oceurring from the highest to the lowest levels, from the new Supreme 
Court down to the new community and village primary courte that will deal with 
customary low. 


The legal profereion itself is changing, with the dropping of the distinction 
between attorneys and advocates, one result of which should make legal represen- 


tation cheaper. 


For years thie country has been plagued by a shortage of judicial officers, with 
the result that in many instances the hearing of cases has been unduly delayed. 

The increased training and appointment of magistrates and presiding officere in 

the customary courte should help to reduce this unfortunate backlog. 


it is logical that most of those appointed to these positions should be black. 
in the primary courte they will be better placed to appreciate the nuances of 
some of the proceedings; for the upper courte they will have been trained at the 
University of Zimbabwe. 


The Minister of Justice and Constitutional Affairs, Senator Mubako, has said 
the Gove ~ment’s aim is to develop a legal system that could be unique in the 
world--« blend of customary and Roman-Dutch law. More changes are to be expected. 


What emerges must inetil in the people full confidence in the judicial systen, 
to replace some of the suspicions of the past, from courte administered by offi- 
cere who are well trained and who will deliver fair and impartial judgments. 

And jvsetice must continue to be seen to be done.

He was sharing the floor in a panel discussion on Zimbabwe with the Minister of 
Information and Touriem, Dr Nathan Shamuyarira, and the Minister of Labour and 
Social Services, Mr Kumbirai Kangai. 


“Lancaster hae always been viewed as an imposition and compulsion by the coverc 
conditions of the time,” Dr Mandaza said. 


Mr Kangai told the gathering that the Riddell Commission was set up by Government 
to improve the conditions of the pec le as a whole. 


"Doing this blindly without any facte would have been very dangerous," he said. 


“Out of the commission report a number of moves will be taken. There will be fun- 
damental changes for the workers of the country. 


"The wide terms of reference of the Commission of Inquiry on Prices, Wages and 
Incomes was to make sure that its recommendations include a change of life for all 
the people of Zimbabwe," Mr Kangai said.

LECTURER WARNS AGAINST OFFERS FROM PRETORIA

[Text] South Afrtea'a offers to “co-operate” with neighbours and ite "“destabilisa- 
tion policy” will disrupt transport through Angola and Mozambique and increase 
other countries’ dependence on southern routes, a lecturer said yesterday.

There could be no doubt South Africa was prepared to use all the means at its 
disposal to prevent closer unity among independent Southern African states. 


"To be realistic, the ae of the South African position in the region should * 
also not be underestimat Mr Meyne said in a paper he delivered at the confer- 
ence. 


The South African regime was aiming at gaining recognition for its apartheid policy 
through regional co-operation especially through Mr P. W. Botha's proposed "con- 
stellation of Southern African states". 


"In the face of the advance of the anticolonial struggles in Southern Africa, 
leading to the independence of Mozambique, Angola, Zimbabwe and with Namibia 
next on the list, South Africa has adopted a policy of using the “regional power 
carrot” and “military stick" to secure its position. 


But he said collective self-reliance is a strategy to enhance economic development 
in Third World countries and to exert restructuring the existing pressure in fa- 
vour of international economic order. 


The same can be said of the Southern African Development Co-ordinating Conference 
(SADCC). 


The organisation of nine Southern African countries was launched in July 1979 in 
Tanzania. 


The bulk of the $650 million pledged to the organisation of frontline states in 
Maputo last year would go into the transport and communications, Mr Meyns said.

‘TRADE WITH KENYA' PROMOTION CONTRACT AWARDED

The company was currently identifying appropriate marketing channels for specific 
products, and will soon pre,are marketing strategies for agreed priority products 
with good marketing prospects 


"Kenyan businessmen have beo very quick off the mark in identifying business 
opportunities in Zimbabwe and as a result we have seen a string of Kenyan business- 
men visiting our country," he said. 


Mr Theo appealed to businessmen wishing to export raw materials and finished pro- 
ducts to Kenya to contact his company. 


The organization which was established in 1974 has just completed a similar contact 
promotion programme for the Greek Government which included the designing and man- 
ning of the Greek stand at the Zimbabwe Trade Fair.

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CZIT INTEREST IN AUSTRALIAN TRADE REPORTED

INVESTORS LOSING HOPE, SAYS GRUBB

(Text] Recent Government decisions and remarks by the Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe 
had caused a lowering of confidence in the country among foreign investors, the 
president of the Associated Chambers of Commerce of Zimbabwe, Mr Brian Grubb, said 
yesterday. 


Addressing the ACCOZ congress at Victoria Falle at the end of his two-year term as 
president of the organisation, Mr Grubb referred specifically to Mr Mugabe's 
Workers’ Day speech, largely aimed at worker participation and profit sharing. 


He also referred to the Government decisions on the Turnall/Mashonaland Holdings 
takeover and the Wankie coal price agreement. 


"A combination of these factors led to a loss of confidence on the stock market 
and, temporarily at least, created a setback for any likelihood of further for- 
eign private sector investment,” said Mr Grubb. 


These were unhealthy signs for a growing economy. 


Mr Grubb made it clear that he was speaking before he had made a proper evaluation 
of the Prime Minister's remarks because a full and official transcript of the 
speech had not been available. 


“Even if the local business community understands and appreciates some of the is- 
sues surrounding such actions, the international community does not necessarily 
have the advantage of close proximity to the problem and bases its judgments upon 
newspaper reports," he said. 


Mr Grubb paid tribute to the Government, the business community and the population 
as a whole for the quick transformation of Zimbabwe from a nation at war to one at 
peace. 


Adjustments to the new order, which understandably placed much emphasis on social 
equity and rural development, had been easier for some than for others. 


The Government had been sensible at the beginning to appreciate that it had in- 


herited an efficient economic machine in the modern sector, which despite its de- 
gree of development and sophistication, could not solve overnight the problems 
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or correct the imbalances between it and the underdeveloped sector in the rural 
areas. 


"The productivity and the wealth creation process in the modern sector must be 
maintained and expanded if it is to provide the resources necessary to assist in 
materially uplifting the living standards and conditions of the rural poor,” he 
said. 


"The successful implementation of the Zimcord p ojects cannot do it alone." 


Mr Grubb said the commercial sector had responded to the Government's call for the 
formation of workers’ committees and profit-sharing schemes. However, to distri- 
bute a profit a firm had firet to make a profit. 


He had been disappointed to note that over the last year the ievel of productivity 
had dropped, despite higher wages and improved labour relations. 


"The graph should be going in the other direction. Sound management, which recog- 
nises its social responsibilities towards staff and customer, must be rewarded 
by responsible labour attitudes," Mr Grubb said. 


"If this does not happen the question of profit sharing will remain largely aca- 
demic." 


He called on the Government to be pragmatic in its response to the business sec- 
tor’s continued need for skills. 


Unnecessary restriction on the importation of genuinely needed skills could lead 
to decreased efficiency and, if the skill was poached locally, inflate its price. 


Mr Grub suggested that increased foreign currency allocations since 1980 had been 
eroded by increesed prices and shipping costs from outside. 


The allocation levels were simply not high enough to satisfy the demands being 
placed on the business sector by higher domestic consumption levels and the need 
for infrastructure and rural development. 


If some relief in the foreign currency shortage was not forthcoming, the Government 
must lay down clearly defined priorities or the private sector would end up chas- 
ing too many worthy projects and satisfying virtually none, he warned. 


Mr Grubb expressed concern about deficiencies in the national transport system. 
It was imperative that better use be made of the port facilities at Beira and Ma- 
puto. 


"If there are problems of handling and efficiency at those ports, it is up to our 
Government in cooperation with us in the private sector to do everything we can 
to assist our colleagues in Mozambique. 


"Only when this situation improves will our importers gain the confidence to 
switch increasing volumes of traffic through these ports. But until this is done 
all the aid and all the Zimcords will have difficulty in achieving their targets," 
he said. 
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“er Grubb went on to defend che business sector against allegations of profiteering. 


Businesemen who had taken advantage of shorta,es to charge excessive prices were 
« omell minority, but there had been a tendency to paint everyone in business 
with the same brush and aingle out the entire business community as the prime 
cause of inflation. 


Most economic observers attributed the present relatively high rate of inflation 
to the minimum wage, the sharp increase in the Government expenditure, and hike 
in the bank rate and che shortage of foreign currency. 


He said that during 1980 manufacturing production rose by 15 percent while con- 
sumer spending rose by 27 percent (after allowing for inflation). The 12 percent 
differential represented a run down in stocks which was continuing. 


Added to the factors already mentioned, policies of free education and free health 
services, as desirable as they certainly were, could result in a nation's living 
beyond its means. 


"So let us not take sides and accuse each other when by joining hands we can help 
the country and its peoples to a better future,” he urged. 
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NATIONALIZATION OF MINES RULED OUT

(Text) The Mindeter of Mines, Mr Maurice Nyagumbo, yesterday ruled out any poe- 
sibility of nationalising mining companies--ase long as they conform to Government 
policy. 


Mr Nyagumbo wae reacting to an appeal by the general secreta:y of the Zimbabwe 
Congress of Trade Unione, Mr Albert Mugabe, this week that the Government should 
nationalise big mining companies for the good of the nation. 


Mr Mugabe urged the Government to come out with a definite "socialist-orientated" 
policy on the mining industry. 


But in an interview Mr Nyagumbo sa‘d it wae Government's policy not to nationalise 
individual companies ae long °° they complied with “our policy”. 


"It is not the intention of our Government to take over individual companies which 
comply with our policy. This must be crystal clear to everybody," he said. 


He said he sympathised with Mr Mugabe, who, he said, was “emotionally thinking 
about the workere as a trade unionist", but the Government had no intention of na- 


tionalising companies “just for the sake of it". 


He appealed to the mining companies to continue with their work and have no fear 
of being nationalised. "“Nationalisation for the sake of it is a form of racism 
and we won't want it. We fought against raciem aad we don't want it practised 
in reverse. That is our stand. It is the stand of the Government." 


Mr Nyagumbo warned companies that still practised raciem and exploitation to 
stop it, “eo that together we move forward as aunited nation working for the de- 
velopment of our country”. 


He urged gajor companies to start training their people to do skilled jobs to 
elleviate the shortage of skilled manpower in Zimbabwe. 


“We require skilled people in this country--particularly in the mining industry." 


My Nyagumbo also said one of his Ministry's top priorities was to see that there 
was improvement in the accommodation of mineworkers.

"We will also of course consult people such as yourselves in ACCOZ before taking 
such measures." 


He was asked by an ACCOZ member if one of the price control measures to be taken 
would include the freezing of wages and salaries. 


The Minister answered: "We will be looking to see if the Riddell Commission comes 
up with any useful recommendations the Governwent can use in the future regarding 
price control and general wages and salaries. 


"We have already taken a hand in this field with the beef prices and as far as 
wages are concerned we will wait to see what the Riddell Commission reports." 


On foreign investment Dr Chidzero told questioners that Zimbabwe did not need a 
legal code, but political stability, security and a dynamic approach to develop- 
ment. 


"We need to create a healthy investment climate. I personally do not believe in 
investment codes. They never work, are very tedious and give rise to endless le- 
gal debate.” 


Dr Chidzero said that investors, foreign or local, were welcome to Zimbabwe and 
that the Government could guarantee remittability of profits in line with foreign 
exchange restrictions.

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COLCOM TO SETTLE FARMERS ON COOPS

[Text) About 120 peasant farmers are to be settled on two co-operative farma 
by Coleom, in association with Devag and the Pig Industry Board, with the aim of 
boosting pig production in Zimbabwe. 


The general manager of Colcom, Mr Mike Southall, eaid the two pilot schemes would 
be in Mashonaland and Matabeleland. 


“Each will involve about 60 small-scale farmers on a co-operative basis and each 
scheme will produce about 1 000 pigs a year. 


“International development and financiel agencies have expressed an interest in the 
schemes and will be watching their progress closely," he said. 


Colcom expected an increase in demand for fresh pork and processed pork products, 
locally and abroad. If the echemes are successful, they would help fill a need 
in the company's future marketing requirements, he added. 


It is planned that the schemes will operate through a combination of on-farm 
production and the use of a central station for each co-operative. 


The peasant farmers will supply Colcom on a contrect basis. 


The stations will also serve as demonstration and training centres for the members 
of the cooperatives. 


"Investigations have shown that framers in the rural areas have faced many diffi- 
culties over matters such as disease control in their herds, transport, water and 
the avatiability of feed and suitable breeding stock. 


"The pilot echemes will be designed to overcome these problems. 


"At the same time an assesement will be made of the economics and viability of pig 
production on a co-operative basis before embarking on the projects on a wider and 
larger scale," Mr Southall said.

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WORLD DAIRY CRISIS COULD HELP EXPORTS

[Text] Expansion of the dairy industry in Zimbabwe was necessary because of a 
looming world shortage of dairy products, the general manager of the Dairy Mar- 
keting Board, Mr Eddie Cross, said yesterday. 


In an interview, he eaid that once Zimbabwe had caught up with the present local 
backlog, the prospects for exporting were “extremely good" and could run into 
several million dollare a year. 


In 1979 the country exported 14 million litres of milk in one form or another to 
African countries like Botewana, Zaire, Malawi and the islands of Seychelles and 
Comores. 


Mr Cross said there was a good export market for cheese in Zambia. 


"Por the firet time in a decade, there is a growing shortage of dairy products 
in the world,” Mr Cross said. 


"There is rea) concern that there will be shortages of butter and skim-milk powder 
over the next few years, with serious consequences for developing countries. 


Beceuse of shortages, about 75 percent of milk available in Zambia was recombined 
by mixing powder milk with butter-oil and water to form a product resembling fresh 
milk. 


"This is the eituation in most Third World countries," he added. 
Last year Africa imported $1 000 million worth of dairy products. 


“Looming wor.. shortages and milk shortages in this country point to a situation 
of expansion in Zimbabwe." 


Zimbabwe was one of the few countries in Africa with an indigenous dairy industry, 
and it was impovtant that it be expanded not only to meet local requirements but 
also to export technology, livestock and dairy expertise to other countries in 
Africa.

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MINISTER SEKERAMAYI SAYS BEEF INDUSTRY IN DANGER

[Text] Zimbabwe's commercial beef industry was facing “serious problems", with 
few cattle available for slaughter, and a high slaughter rate for female stock, 
Dr Sydney Sekeramayi, the Minister of Lands, Resettlement and Rural Development, 
said yesterday. 


He told the annual congrese of the Cattle Producers’ Association here that the 
country could face a beef shortage within three years unless these trends were 
corrected, reports Ziana. 


He assured delegates that the Government's wide-ranging resettlement programme 
should not reduce Zimbabwe's beef production potential, as areas earmarked for 
resettlement would be encouraged to contribute to national beef production. 


In addition, some of the problems associated with overcrewding--which would be 
alleviated by the resettlement programme--should steadily disappear. These inclu- 
ded illegal squatting, fence cutting, and illegal grazing on private farms. 


Meanwhile, he said, police were getting to gripe with cattle rustlers, and wire 
thieves were being dealt with. 


"While my Ministry is giving high priority to resettlement, we are not reglecting 
our many other responsibilities," he assured the ranchers. 


One of the Government's aims, he said, was to increase the productivity of the 
former Tribal Trust lands, and to ensure that resettlement areas "do not degenerate 
into the worst kind of unproductive TTL". 


Dr Sekeramayi also said the Government envisaged the intensive resettlement of 
about 4 million ha, which was only some 12 percent of all farming land in Zimbabwe. 


The bulk of this land comes from the commercial farming sector, reports our cor- 
respondent. 


Dr Sekeramayi said that the Government had been offered 2 million ha of land in 
February and March on a “willing seller-willing buyer" basis, adding that it was 
likely that, if Government did not buy this land, and put it to good use, it would 
in many cases lie idle and unproductive. 
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"I do not see, therefore, that the programme of resettlement will necessarily re- 
duce the country's beef production potential. Some of our resettlement schemes 
will be in ecological regions most suited for grazing. We want to ensure that 
these areas contribute to the national production of beef," he said.

40 km would have to be exposed and examined. There was a problem of storage for 


the oil in the pipeline and the contaminated water used for the cleaning opera- 
tion, he said. 


The objective was to ensure that the pipeline was repaired as economically and 
efficiently as possible and that the cost of transporting the fuel by pipeline did 
not exceed the cost of transporting it by rail. 


The company is planning to reopen the pipeline for the movement of refined products 
before the end of this year, he said. 


Dr Paswarayi also outlined alterations being carried out at Salisbury airport 


to allow for the processing of about 500 arriving passengers an hour in normal 
circumstances. 


"It is possible that the planning of the new terminal area will be restarted 
during the next financial year," he said. 


Planning and the subsequent construction of the facilities needed would take « mini- 
mum of five years. During this time traffic using the airport is expected to in- 
crease. This increase may well necessitate a further, relatively expensive, ex- 
pansion of the existing terminal facilities. 


"An economical solution to the problem is being sought," he said. 

"We are doing everything possible to avoid lengthy delays to arriving passengers, 

though it is not easy to effect improvements because of the constraints imposed ty 
a building which was completed in 1957 and designed to handle the passenger loads 

of narrowbodied aircraft."

CUSTOMS BENEFITS--Zimbabwe has joined the Brussele-based Customs Co-operation Coun- 
cil, a spokesman for the Ministry of Pinance said yesterday.

RESERVE BANK NEST=-EGG--The Reserve Bank built up ite gold nest-egg by about eight 
tonnes in the 12 months ending in January thie year--about $80 million worth of 
the precious metal at today's prices. The latest figures released by the Central 
Statistical Office show 467 000 fine ounces of gold were bought by the bank from 
Zimbabwean producers in the period at a cost of $142,4 million. But only $45,1 
million worth was sold, all in the third quarter of 19860. This was more than 

100 000 ounces at the then price. A epokesman for the bank, asked to comment on 
the building up of the stockpile, said the Reserve Bank tried to get the best pos- 
sible price for ite gold and, if it could, kept it when gold prices dropped. 

"Say we knew the gold price would rise to $1 000 an ounce in two years’ time, then 
if we didn't need to sell any in the meantime we would hoard it until then. 
"Sometimes, of course, we have to sell gold to get foreign exchange,” The bank 
tried to predict foreign exchange needs and the trend in gold prices and sell 

at the best moment, he said. Gold is part of Zimbabwe's foreign reserve assets, 
but the bank discounted part of the value of gold, valuing ite reserves at a lower 
price.

ZUCCO CRITICIZES ACCOZ--The president of the Zimbabwe United Chambers of Commerce, 
Mr Vera Mushaninga, has suggested that the Government should deny foreign currency 
allocations to organisations who refuse to take part in talks about a merger of 
Zimbabwe's commercial organisations. Mr Mushaninga said in a statement yesterday 
that Zucco was concerned about lack of progress in the exercise and alleged that 
the Assoctated Chambers of Commerce of Zimbabwe was delaying to reply to its re- 
quest for an early meeting. “The Government must make a firm statement that 
Zucco and ACCOZ must come together,” he said. Mr Mushaninga made a strong plea 
that his organisation be recognised as the representative of the small business- 
man because it embodied groups which had been fighting for the rights of rural 
businesemen for the last 80 years. He had noted with concern that some business- 
nen had aligned themselves with ACCOZ pretending that they represented black tra- 
ders. Zucco executives had spent time and money trying to bring together various 
groups which had the support of black businesemen, he said.

PTC STAPF CRISIS--The Posts and Telecommunications Corporation says it is plagued 
~'th etaff shortages while the waiting list for telephones continues to grow. 
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"The shortage of trained and skilled ataff ie « matter for concern,” eaye the 
corporation's annual report juet released. “The effect ie reflected in the time 
now required to inatal new services and maintain existing services at an accepta~ 
ble level." The report saye that up to June last year there were 68 telecommuni~- 
cations technicians, 77 telecommunications mechanice and 12 draughtemen in tratn~ 
ing. Although 277 junior staff attended courses on a regional basis, “staff 
shortages at the training centre resulted in extreme pressure on the 

lecturers and necessitated a reduction in courses.” Until June last year the cor- 
poration's establishment consieted of 2 958 officers and 4 984 employees, making 
a total of 7 942, Of these 2 696 were in the poste division while 5 046 were 

in the telecommunications. The demand for telephone service increased by 10 per- 
cent during the year. The number of applications on the waiting list increased by 
39 percent from 6 767 to 9 441, The waiting liet for direct exchange lines in- 
creased by 34 percent from 5 090 to 6 834 and applicants for party-line service 
increased by 55 percent from 1 677 to 2 607. “Delays in effecting repaire and in 
providing new services have consequently become excessive notwithe the ex- 
tensive use of overtime working,” says the report.
